FLINT, Mich., Dec. 8. — A “sit- 
down” strike of 200 bus drivers left 
this city of 165,000 residents without 
mass transportation today. 

The strike was called early teday. 
The drivers, said by a spokes- 
man to be demanding 75 cents 
an hour instead of the pre 
vailing 55 cents hourly wage, occu- 
pied the garage, making themselves 
comfortable in the busses. 

No bus left the garage this morn- 
ing and thousands of factory work- 
ers were left with no means of 
transportion. Taxi-cabs did a 
rushing business. Hundreds of 
privately-owned automobiles were 
‘pressed into service. 

Busses, which supplanted street 
cars several months ago, are oper- 
ated by the Flint City Coach Co., 
successor to the Eastern Michigan 
System. Arthur J. Kiernan, of De- 
troit, receiver for the Eastern Mich- 
igan System, is in charge of the 
coach system. 


Busses Running Out of Detroit 
Tied Up by Strike.

DETROIT, Dec, 8—A strike of 
bus drivers paralyzed the Eastern 
Michigan motorbus system today. 

No busses were operating be-

“The King must choose either to 
give up Mrs, Simpson now or ulti- 
mately abdicate in order to make 
her his wife.

“The only other alternative—mar- 
riage with Mrs. Simpson accorded 
full rights as Queen conégort of En- 
gland—has been out of the question 
from the beginning of these historic 
days.” 

Reaction to Mrs. Simpson’s Offer. 
Mrs. Simpson’s statement at 
Cannes caused a stir in court cir- 
cles and was seized on immediate- 
ly by many as an excellent way 
out. The American-born divorcee 
has said consistently that she will 
abide by any decision the King 
may make. 

Critics of Mrs. Simpson said her 
statement was an attempt to gain 
sympathy and declared it put the 
King in an awkward position if he 
should change his mind and give 
up hig intention of marrying her. 
Meanwhile demonstrations in fa- 
vor of the King continued in Lon- 
don.

Brother Is Witness. 
The trial took a quicker pace 
yesterday afternoon after Mrs.

When she was excused from 
the stand, subject to further call 
for additional questioning by de- 
fense counsel, she had been on the 
witness stand on six days, a total 
of moré than 28 hours, of which 
more than 18 had been under cross- 
examination. 
The first witness to follow her 
was Fred Pitzman, brother of Dr. 
Pitzman, who was testifying for the 
first time in any of the cases con- 
nected with the baby hoax. By his 
testimony, which consisted chiefly 
in the identification of two letters 
sent by Mrs. Muench to Dr. Pitz- 
man, and embodied in the indict- 
ment as steps in the mail fraud, the 
Government added an important 
item to the evidential background 
of its case. 
Pitzman first identified a letter, 
previously marked by the Govern- 
ment as an exhibit, as a communi- 
cation he obtained at the postoffice 
in Grover, Mo., when he went there 
to ask for mail for Dr. Pitzman.

|MEETING HELD 


AT CITY HALL 


Members Cite Possibility of 
Outstate Opposition and 
Requirement That Third 
of Levy Go to Schools. 


Mayor Dickmann, meeting at City 
Hall today with St. Louis members 
of the Legislature, asked the St. 
Louis delegation to sponsor intro- 
duction of a resolution appropriat- 
ing $542,000 from State sales tax 
funds to take care of St. Louis re- 
lief needs during January and Feb- 


ruary. 

Members of the legislative dele- 
gation, while indicating sympathy 
with the Mayor’s proposal, pointed 
out that opposition might arise from 
outstate counties to a relief appro- 
priation exclusively for St. Louis, 
and also, that, under the law, one- 
third of sales tax revenue is set 
aside for the public schools. 

City’s Fund Low. 

The Mayor pointed out that all 
of St. Louis’ public funds for relief, 
with the exception of a $147,000 ap- 
priation from bond-issue funds 
being used for the present month, 
had been exhausted. He thought, ' 
since St. Louis paid about 55 per 
cent of the sales tax, it should re- 
ceive something in return out of 
the estimated $2,500,000 surplus in 
sales-tax funds. 

State Representative Maurice J. 
Cleary replied that during last Sep- 
tember St. Louis paid ony 30 per 
cent of the sales tax, and, in any 
event, one-third of sales-tax reve- 
nue had to go to the schools. 

Budget Director Arthur C. Mey- 
ers presented estimates of St. Louis 
relief needs for 1937 and 1938, the 
total being $6,436,100. The amount 
needed for January, February and 
March he estimated at $810,000, and 
the amount for January and Febru- 
ary $542,000. The relief load, he 
said, would average about 11,600 
families during January, 11,400 dur- 
ing February and 11,200 in March. 
The general average during’ the 
two-year yeriod, he said, would 
range from 9800 during the summer 
months to 11,600 during the winter 
months, 

No State Aid Since May. 
Meyers said his estimates were 
based on the premise that employ- 
ment of persons by the WPA would 
continue at its present rate, and 
that some help might be furnished 
by an increase in State old-age 
pensions. He pointed out that St. 
Louis had carried its relief burden 
unaided by the State since last May, 
with the exception of small quanti- 
ties of commodities furnished by 
the State Relief Administration. 
The Mayor pointed out that al- 
though a bill had been introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen, appro- 
priating $101,000 for additional De- 
cember relief costs, the city had 
no money to meet the appropria- 
tion. Comptroller Nolte said the 
city, under the charter, could not 
make appropriations without money 
to meet them, and furthermore, the 
city was facing a deficit of about 
$1,000,000 in municipal revenue at 
the close of its fiscal year next 
April. : 
City Counselo> E. H. Wayman 
suggested the Legislature, on con- 
vening Jan. 6, could pass a resolu- 
tion pledging itself to take care of 
relief needs in St. Louis and the 
entire State, without specifying any 
certain sum. Such action, he said, 
might enable the city to make ap- 
propriations for relief with the ex- 
pectation of being reimbursed later 
by the State. 

Brogan Cites Legal Bar. 

“You can’t do things like that off- 
hand,” said Senator Joseph H. Bro- 
gan. “We can sit here and talk 
about appropriating $500,000 f - St. 
Louis for January and February, 
but as a matter of fact, the State 
Constitution provides that, during 
an emergency, not more than $250,- 
000 a month can be appropriated 
for any specific purpose,” and that 
is supposed to be for the entire 
State.”

The hearing, which opened yes- 
terday in the Attorney-General’s of- 
fice, so far has centered on Guy W. 
McLain, superintendent of the In- 
termediate Reformatory at Algoa, 
and his requisitions for food supplies 
from the reformatory commissary, 
kitchen and farm, McLain, although 
under fire for these requisitions, 
has been allowed full maintenance 
by the Penal Board since his ap- 
pointment in August, 1933. 

No Record of Order. 

George W. Lane, secretary of the 
Pena] Board, was the first witness 
called today and was questioned 
by McKittrick in an effort to refute 
statements that McLain had been 
allowed full maintenance by the 
Penal Board. 

Lane testified records did not in- 
clude a formal written order allow- 
ing subsistence to McLain. 

A board member, who did not 
wish to be quoted pending comple- 
tion of the inquiry, told the corre- 
spondent that while the board had 
authorized full maintenance for 
McLain, the action never had been 
formally entered on its records as 
an order. In this connection Mc- 
Lain said that reports of his sub- 
sistence requisitions and mainte- 
fiance had been filed with the board 
every month and that no question 
ever had been raised by the board 
as to his full maintenance allow- 
ance, 

McLain Again Barred. 

The fact that McLain’s manage- 
ment of the reformatory was being 
investigated by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, which has not been officially 
revealed to him, was almost dis- 
closed to him in the hearing today, 
when McKittrick called for his 
presence in the hearing room, but

FILES BRIEF 
IN SUIT OVER GOLD CLAUSE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&—The 
Government filed a brief today in 


ithe Supreme Court interpreting the 


gold clause act of 1935 as applica- 
ble to payments in gold bullion as 


well as in coin. The Court has 
granted a review of the case, Holy- 
oke Water Power Co. against the 
American Writing Paper Co., Inc., 
and will hear arguments. The Gov- 
ernment filed its brief as “a friend 
of the court.” 

The case involves leases entered 
into more than 40 years ago, pro- 
viding for payment in a stipulated 
quantity of coin of the gold stand- 
ard or its equivalent in currency. 
It is the Government’s contention 
that this type of gold clause is es- 
sentially the same as the gold coin 
clause involved in gold cases de- 
cided by the Supreme Court in 1935. 
The court’s 1935 decision said that 
in redeeming gold-backed money 
with non-gold-backed currency the 
Government had imposed no dam- 
age on those receiving the new 
money.

CONVICT TUNNELS 


04 DAYS; POPS UP 
BY WAITING GUARD 


Missouri Prisoner Seized 
After Digging 140 Feet 
From. Cell Building to 
Outside of Wall. 


—— 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 8, — 


Fred Turner, 22-year-old Boone 
County convict, who was reported 
missing from the State Penitentiary 
last Oct. 4, still was in the peni- 
tentiary today after a fruitless 64 
day task of tunneling from his cell 
building to a point outside the west 
prison wall. Guards were waiting 
for him last night when he emerged 
from his burrow. 

Turner: was in solitary confine- 
ment today, as were two other con- 
victs, Mike Kaussman, 29, of St. 
Louis County, and Coy Stewart, 22, 
of Bates County, who, according to 
prison officials, were his accom- 
plices, 

Prison officials received a “tip- 
off” yesterday about the attempted 
escape. 

Turner was missed on a routine 


check-up of convicts Oct. 4. Offi- 
cials, who assumed he was in hid- 
ir-; within the prison, spent two or 
three days searching warehouses 
and other hiding places, and then 
listed him as having escaped. 
Tunnels for 140 Feet. 

In the meantime Turner had 
started digging a 140-foot tunnel 
from “E” cell building, where he 
was confined to the west wall of 
the prison. He was aided by Kauss- 
man and Stewart, who smuggled 
food, water and necessary tools to 
him and aided him in disposing of 
the cirt he removed. 

Officials said Turner started dig- 
ging from the “E” hall tunnel 
which houses steam and water 
pipes and electric wiring. This so- 
called tunnel is a space about six 
feet wide between the outer walls 
of “E” hall and the rear walls of 
the cell tiers. It extends from the 
ground level to the roof of the cell 
building. 

Deputy Warden Tom Scott said 
Turner had been confined in a third- 
floor level cell, and Stewart and 
Kausmann in a first floor cell. He 
said Stewart and Kaussman discon- 
nected a sewer outlet in their cell, 
leading to the building tunnel and 
enlarged the opening in the floor. 
This enabled them to slip into the 
building tunnel at night to assist 
Turner and to take food and water 
to him. The opening was covered 
during the day with cell equipment. 

Tools used by Turner included a 
screw driver, a hammer, a chisel 
and an improvised shovel. A long 
electric lixht extension had been 
smuggled to him, Scott said, to 
to which was catteched 14 electric 
light bulbs. 

Disposal of Dirt. 

Earth excavated by Turner was 
disposed of by Stewart and Kauss- 
man, Scott said, by scattering it 
along the base of the building tun- 
nel. For most of its length the 
tunnel dug by Turner was only 
large enough for him to crawl 
through, but at severa! places it 
was widened out to provide space 
for him to sit up, or sleep. Blan- 
kets had been smuggled to him by 
Kaussman and Stewart, Scott said. 
For a part of its length the tunnel 
was about 10 feet under ground. 

A convict sent into Turner’s tun- 
nel to explore it found three imita- 
tion pistols, carved from wood and 


About a year ago Turner attempt- 
ed to escape from the prison by 
confronting a guard at the power- 
house with an _ imitation pistol, 
carved from wood, and ordering 
the guard to conduct him out of the 
prison. The guard overpowered 
Turner. 

Turner told officials he lost about 
30 pounds in his 64 days of digging 
and that there were many days 
when he went without eating be- 
cause his accomplices could not ob- 
tain food for him, He said it re- 
quired about two weeks for him to 
make an opening through the base 
of the stone wall. 

Turner is serving a 15-year sen- 
tence from Boone County, from 
Oct. 3, 19384, for highway robbery. 
Stewart is under a 15-year sentence 
from Bates County, from Jan, 26, 
1933, for robbery. Kaussman is 
serving a life sentence from St. 
Louis County, from June, 1931, 
under the habitual criminal law.

RAND STRIKERS ASSAIL 
USE OF GAS BY POLICE 


Testify They Were Driven 
From Land They Leased 
Near Factory. 


By the Associated Press. 

HARTFORD, Conn. Dec. 8&— 
Striking employes of the Middletown 
plant of Remington Rand, Inc. 
protested against alleged action of 
State police in their testimony yes- 
terday at a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board hearing. 


Nicholas J. Pillarella, who said he 
had worked at the factory 16 years, 
charged that on Sept. 9 and 10 
State and Middletown police used 
tear gas to drive strikers from land 
they had leased near the factory. 
He said he was blinded by tear gas 
and struck with a club. 

Pillarella testified he went to his 
home nearby and officers forced 
him off the veranda and into the 
house. He also said his children 
were affected by tear gas, which en- 
tered the house, and when he took 
them outside in the fresh air po- 
lice forced him back in. 

Hjalmar Anderson, a union lead- 
er, charged “the State police did 
more to break the strike than any 
of the thugs brought into the 
plant.” 

Anderson said he seldom appeared 
on the picket: line without being 
stopped by State Police Sergeant 
Roy B. Pettengill, who was “very 
sarcastic in his line of talk.” 

The State police, Anderson 
charged, would not act on com- 
plaints that substitute workers 
were carrying pistols and clubs un- 
til the protests were relayed 


through the Middletown police. 

Then, he said, they stopped the 
car of a non-striking employe and 
confiscated a pistol.

Judge McElhinney Bars Use of 
Bonds Voted at Sullivan, Mo., 
for That Purpose. 


A permanent injunction restrain- 
the City of Sullivan, Mo.,. from 
building a municipal: power and 
light plant with the proceeds of an 
$80,000 bond issue, approved by Sul- 
livan voters in a 6 to 1 vote five 
years ago, was issued yesterday by 
Cireuit Judge Robert W. McElhbin- 
ney at Clayton. 

Judge McElhinney heard the case 
in January, 1934, after it had been 
transferred to Clayton from Frank- 
lin County on a change of venue 
obtained by the company, and had 
held his decision under advisement 
since then. There was no written 
opinion. 

The injunction was issued at the 
request of the Missouri Electric 
Power Co., a subsidiary of Utilities 
Power & Light Co., which controls 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. The 
Missouri Electric Power Co. has a 


franchise but not an exclusive fran- 
chise, to supply electricity to Sul- 
livan until 1946. 

Judge McElhinney explained to- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
his decision was based. chiefly on 
testimony offered in behalf of the 
Missouri Electric Power Co, that 
an adequate electrical plant ang dis- 
tributing system could not be con- 
structed in Sullivan for $80,000; that 


jthe city, because of constitutional 


limitations, could not go into debt 
for an amount which would be 
needed to construct a satisfactory 
plant; and that the money of the 
Missouri Electric Power Co. and 
other taxpayers would be squan- 
dered if an unsatisfactory - plant 
was built. 

Judge McElhinney referred also 
to allegations in the Missouri Elec- 
tric Power Co.’s petition that: city 
officials of Sullivan had conspired 
to permit the awarding of contracts 
for construction of the proposed 
municipal plant to two particular 
firms, and said that the testimony 
had substantiated these allegations.

GAIN AT $O000 OR 
LESS ON $03,000 


Son-in-Law of Rockefeller 
Jr., Says Total Profit in 
Insurance Deal Was 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 8 — David M 
Milton, son-in-law of John OD. 
Rockefeller Jr., and head of the 
group which made $900,000 to $1,- 
000,000 by manipulating the assets 
of the insolvent Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. of St. Louis, today 
testified that his personal profit 
was between $5000 and $6000, or 
about 3 per cent a year on his in- 
vestment. of $83,000 in the Equity 
Corporation, through which the 
deal was handled. 

Testifying before the Sabath con- 
gressional committee, Milton said 
that Equity Corporation’s profit in 
the sale of the General American 
Insurance Co., successor company 
of Missouri State Life, was about 
$900,000, and that Equity received 
$60,000 dividends in the period of 
its ownership. Of the ostensible 
$900,000 profit, he said, “something 
like $500,000” went to a scattered 
group of preferred stockholders of 
Equity Corporation and for ex- 
penses, leaving about $400,000 for 
the Milton group of common stock- 
holders. He then gave the $6000 or 
less estimate of his personal profit. 
Thus far, he said, there has been 
no distribution of any profit to him. 

Profit Is $18 a Share. 

Milton declared that he and his 


not sought out the Missouri State 
Life situation as a means to make 
a huge profit; also that he did not 
sell General American to the South- 


under a threat to “sell it down the 
river,” unless Southwestern Life 
bought it. 

Chairman Sabath asked Milton 
whether he entered the deal for the 
benefit of the Missouri State policy 
holders. 

“Most certainly I did,” replied 
Milton. “Primarily we went in as 
an investment, but our investment 
would be of value only if the man- 
agement of the company was such 
as to safeguard the rights and in- 
terests of the policy holders.”

The chairman examined Milton 
closely about the deal by which 
Walter W. Head became president 
of General. American Life, Milton 
having testified that Head gave up 
two position in New York paying 
him $75,000 a year to accept the in- 
surance company presidency at 
$25,000 and an option on 2000 shares 
of General American Security Co. 
stock, on which he will ultimately 
make about $93,000. 

Milton had said that the stock 
on which Head had the option had 
no value “except what Head would 
build into it” through successful 
management. 

“So,” said Sabath, “you were able 
to induce Head to give up a $75,000

Milton said he entered the Mis- 
souri State Life deal at the urgent 
solicitation of William T. Nardin, 
St. Louis lawyer; president of the 
company, to save its policy holders. 
He said he sold General American 
to relieve it of the stigma of “being 
owned by Wall street,” believing 
that Western antagonism to East- 
ern financial interests was detri- 
mental to the best interests of the 
company.” 

Contrary to the impression given 
by witnesses that the Milton group 


ameans to make a huge profit 
without risk, Milton said that the 
company first came to his atten- 
tion early in 1933, when Nardin 
walked into his office in New York 
looking for money with which to 
rehabilitate it. He turned Nardin 
over to Head, then president of the 
Morris Plan Co. of America, and as 
a result of Head’s inquiries, the plan 
was worked out by which Milton 
and his associates put up $2,000,000, 
selling out a little more than two 
years later for $3,000,000. 
Conflict in Testimony. 

Milton’s testimony conflicted di- 
rectly with testimony given last 
week by Arthur Coburn, vice-presi- 
dent of Souttiwestern Life, which 
purchased General American. from 
the Milton interests, Coburn testi- 
fied that Milton approached him 
and C. F,-O’Donnell, president of 
the Southwestern, with a statement 
that.he had been offered $65 a 
share by a brokerage house for 
General American;-and that, in the 
belief that Milton was determined 
to sell and’ might sell to interests 
which would be inimical to the 
Southwestern, the Southwestern 
bought General American. The 
Southwestern was controlled by a 
block of stock which Missouri State 
Life owned, and was controlled by 
General American through its con- 
trol of the Missouri State Life as- 
sets. 

Milton said he could not imagine 
how Coburn ever had received such 
an impression; that he-never had 
had an offer of $65 a share, and 
never had told O’Donnell and Co- 
burn that he had. On the contrary, 
he said, he was solicited by O*’Don- 
nell to sell. 

Discussing the sale of the General 
American Life to the Southwestern 
Life, Milton testified that O’Don- 
nell, president of the South- 
western, first broached the subject 
of the sale, asking him in St. Louis 
if Equity Corporation would be 
willing to sell General American at 
$60 a share. 

Milton said that there was an un- 
satisfactory situation because con- 
trol of Southwestern Life was in 
the assets of the Missouri State Life, 
controlled by the General American, 
and that this Southwestern Life 
stock might be sold to the detri- 
ment of the Southwestern. For this 
reason, he testified, it was advis- 
able to divorce the two companies. 

In addition, he said, there was a 
sectional. Western feeling against 
Eastern financial interests \being in 
control of a Western insurance com- 
pany which was not good for the 
General American. So he said he 
was willing to sell. 

‘Quizzed on “Racketeer” Charge. -

Milton’s attention to a statement 
issued’ By State Insurance Super- 
intendent R. Emmett O’Malley 
of Missouri, after the sale 
of General American, in which 
O’Malley referred to Milton as “a 
manipulator and racketeer.” Sulli- 
van asked Milton why he had not 
replied to this. 

Milton said he had considered

“It Could Have Happened.” 

‘Milton then said that while he did 
not believe “it ever happened,” he 
could understand why such a thing 
could legitimately have been done, 
Bonds which would not be a good 
investment for a life insurance com- 
pany, he said, might be a good in- 
vestment to replace certain stocks 
other companies might have. 

The bureau about whose advice 
Sullivan questioned Milton was the 
Analytical Research Bureau, or- 
ganized ‘by the Milton interests to 
give investment counsel to General 
American, then held by Milton’s 
Equity Corporation, and to other 


Milton enterprises. 


Milton said that when the . Mis- 
souri State Life assets were taken 
over, the bond portfolio was princi- 
pally “cats and dogs,” \80 per cent 
of the bonds’ having no rating.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8.—Strike 


negotiations between coastwise ship- 
owners and telegraphers have re- 
sulted in agreement on five of eight 
points, it was announced today. 

The coastwise group, which had 
reached tentative agreements with 


all but two of seven unions prior to 
the strike, also resumed negotia- 
tions with the Masters, Mates and 
Pilots Union. 

Settlement with the coastal oper- 
ators, who are organized separately 
from the off-shore shippers, would 
release 70 of the 230 ships now tied 
up by the strike of 37,000 West Coast 
maritime workers. Assistant Sec- 
retary of Labor Edward F. Mc- 
Grady and other mediators have 
expressed hope that such a set- 
tlement would pave the way for 
general peace. 

The coast committee for ship- 
owners declared losses from the 
walkout “already total over a quar- 
iter of a billion dollars.” The Coast 
committee includes the “Big Three” 
offshore shippers—Matson, Dollar 
and American-Hawaiian—who have 
been accused by unions of delaying 
peace by refusing to grant union 
demands for control of hiring. 


Issues To Be Debated. 


Shipowners and unions meanwhile 
carried their campaigns for public 
support to the public debate plat- 
form. 
Accepting an invitation from the 
unions, Roger D, Lapham, repre- 
senting offshore operators, agreed 
to debate the issues at the Civic 
Auditorium mass meeting at 8 p. 
m. Lapham, president of the Amer- 
ican-Hawaiian Steamship Co., will 
share speaking time with Mayor 
John F. Dore of Seattle, supporting 
the unions. 
Other speakers will include Harry 
Bridges, Pacific Coast district pres- 
ident of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association, and Marry 
Tundeberg, head of the Sailors’ 
Union of the Pacific. 

Situation in East, 
The strike situation along the At- 
lantic Coast, where walkouts are in 
progress, was eased by develop- 
ments in~ Washington and New 
York, ; 
In Washington, the Marine Engi- 
neers’ Beneficial Association, and 
the Masters, Mates and Pilots, an- 
nounced withdrawal of support for 
the strike of rank-and-file sailor,. 
The two unions will remain on 
strike, however, to enforce demands 
of their own. 
The seamen, termed insurgents by 
the International Seamen’s Union, 
walked out in sympathy with West 
Coast strikers and later presented a 
list of their own demands. 

Union longshoremen in New York 
unloaded the French liner Norman- 
die after French dock workers re- 
sumed unloading American vessels.

RAIL DEAL CALLED 
‘HOUDINI ACT’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—George 
A. Ball, Muncie, Ind., glass jar 
manufacturer, today resumed the 
story of how, more or less to his 
own surprise, he acquired control 
over a ‘vast railroad system for 

$274,682. 

Chairman Wheeler of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
which is conducting the investiga- 
tion into railroad finance, sought 
to draw from Ball that the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. actually exer- 
cised control over the railroad in- |. 
terests. The vast collection of rail 
systems, real estate developments, 
hotels and shipping companies held 
by the Mid-America .Corporation, 
came into Ball's possession when 
he went to the financial rescue of 
‘ithe late O. P. and M, J. Van Swer- 
ingen, Cleveland financiers. 

Ball and George A. Tomlinson, 
Cleveland shipping magnate, put up 
$3,121,000 to take over at public auc- 
tion collateral that the Vans had 
pledged with the Morgan firm for 
a loan of $48,000,000. The $274,- 
682 was the valuation placed on 
stock of the Alleghany Corporation, 
a Van Sweringen holding company, 
in which a half dozen major rail 
systems were held. This Alleghany 
stock was part of the collateral 
held by the Morgans.

the rider that the Commissioner had 
requested, which would have made 
it necessary for all such recommen- 
dations to be filed in writing with 
the Commissioner and Judge Bram- 
ham, the czar of the minor leagues. 
This was taken as an indication 
that the National League was pre- 
pared to side against the Judge in 
any controversy that might arise 
over the Bob Feller decision, which 
igs being awaited with considerable 
tension by the baseball world. 

‘Deader’ Ball Voted. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
Nationa] League favoring a stan- 
dard baseball, slightly less lively 
than the ball in use last season. It 


was proposed that if the American , 


League concurred, a committee be 
appointed to confer with the manu- 
facturers on the best way of taking 
some of the jack rabbit out of the 
ball, 
Breadon Re-elected Vice-President. 

Sam Breadon was re-elected vice- 
president for another year, and 
Harvey Traband, secretary and 
treasurer. The new directors 
named were Breadon, Powel Cros- 
ley Jr. of Cincinnati, Judge Steve 
McKeever of Brooklyn ana G. C. 
Nugent of Philadelphia. 

The Browns and Cardinals had 
asked for permission for a night 


exhibition game to solve the vex- | : 


ing problem of which club would 
get first chance to cash in on the 
night baseball venture. 

Ford Frick, president of the Na- 
tional League, explained that the 
original constitutional amendment, 
which made it possible for the Reds 
to install a lighting plant and play 
night baseball, had provided for a 
maximum of seven games, but stip- 
ulated that the lights were not to 
be used for exhibition games. This 
agreement, permitting seven games 
in any city, was renewed for an- 
other year. 

Cardinals to Open on Road. 

The Cardinals will:open on the 
road in 1937, but Breadon said he 
did not think the Browns would 
risk playing a night game as early 
as April. 

“We will look at the schedule aft- 
er it igs arranged,” Breadon said,

|} the Royal Academy of Music his 


concert career began, his father re- 
tiring from farming to manage his 
business affairs. 

Now 25 years old, Templeton is 


small and hunched, with a boyish 


face and voice. At the piano he sits 
erect with his head up, holding his 


‘| arms stiffly‘and close to his sides. 


He strikes the keys with his fingers 
flat, not pointed down as most pi- 
anists do. When he faces the piano, 
ready to play, he touches a par- 
ticular chord and then is sure of 
the position of the rest of the keys. 
His trained memory for music 
was illustrated recently in Chicago 
when he and Nathan Milstein, the 
violinist, were asked to play to 
gether at a party where both were 
present. Milstein suggested “Span- 
ish Symphony” by Lalo, a work 
which Templeton had heard several 
times but never played. They played 
the piece, the pianist doing the or- 
chestra part, and when they had 
finished a concert master, Mischa 
Mischakoff, declared that Temple- 
ton made an error on only one 
note, 

Remembers Casadesus’ Trouble. 
His favorite composers, he said, 
are Debussy and Ravel in the mod- 
ern French school, The pianist he 
admires most is Rachmaninoff.

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State Laws Permitting Producers 
To Fix Prices of Trade-Marked 


Goods Upheld by Supreme Court 


Distinction Made Between Labeled sind Un-|. 
labeled Products in Unanimous Decision 
on Statutes Legalizing Contracts.

BEGRIES <n p Dec. 8.—State 
laws permitting producers of trade- 
marked goods to contract with dis- 


tributers for maintenance of retail 
prices do not violate the “due proc- 
ess” and “equal protection” clauses 
of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution, the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled yesterday in four 
cases arising from “fair trade” stat- 
utes. Two opinions, one on an IIli- 
nois law, the other on a similar 
California law, were'delivered by 
Justice Sutherland with the sup- 
port of a unanimous court. 

The principal opinion was in the 
Illinois cases instituted by Seagram 
Distillers Corporation, wholesale 
liquor manufacturers, against two 
retail distributers, who advertised 
and sold Seagram’s trade-marked 
products below prices fixed by con- 
tracts permitted under a 1935 stat- 
ute. This statute has been upheld 
by the State Supreme Court .and 
the retail dealers had appealed. 

The United.:States Supreme Court 
made a sharp distinction between 
trade-marked goods and other com- 
modities not so identified, in hold- 
ing that: the Illinois law was not 
arbitrary, unfair or in denial of due 
process. In other words, the court 
held that’ there is a legal difference 
between the sale of a trade-marked 
package of cigarettes and a pound 
of raw . tobacco. 

Ownership of Good’ Will. 

“We, are here,dealing not with a 
commodity alone, ” the decision said, 
“but with a commodity plus the 
brand or trademark which. bears 
evidence of’ its origin.and. of: the 
quality of the commodity for whicn 
the brand or trade mark stands. Ap- 
pellants own the commodity; they 
do not,own' the mark or‘ the: good 
will that the mark symbolizes. And 
good will is a’ property in a very 
real sense, injury to which, like in- 
jury to any other species of prop- 
erty, is a proper subject for legis- 
lation. 

“Good will is a valuable contrib- 

uting aid to. business—sometimes 
the most valuable contributing asset 
of the producer or distributer of 
commodities. ‘And distinctive trade 
marks, labels and brands are le- 
gitimate aids’ to the creation or en- 
largement of’ such good will. It-is 
well settled the proprietor of the 
good will.is entitled to protection as 
against one who attempts to deprive 
him of the benefits resulting from 
the same, by using his’ labels and 
trade marks without’ his’ consent 
and authority. McLean v. Fleming, 
96 U. S. 245. 

“The ‘ownership of good will, we 


repeat, remains unchanged, notwith- 


standing the commodity has been 


parted with.

The Court held that the distinc- 
tion between trade-marked and un- 


marked goods, nullified arguments 
that the Illinois statute violated the 
“due-process” clause because it de- 


right to determine for himself the 
price at which he will gell. 

“Appellants invoke the _ well-set- 
tled general principle,” the decision 
gaid, “that the right of the owner 
of the property to fix the price at 
which he will sell in an inherent 
attribute of the property itself, and 
as such is within the protection of 
the fifth and fourteenth amend- 
ments.” 

After citing previous decisions of 
the court, notably Tyson & Bro. v. 
Benton, which related to the re- 
sale of theater tickets in New York, 
and relied upon by the appellants 
to bolster their cases, the court con- 
tinued: 

“These cases hold that, with cer- 
tain exceptions; this right of own- 
ership cannot be denied by legisla- 
tive enactment fixing prices and 

liing such owner to adhere 
to them. But the decisions referred 
to deal only with legislative price- 
fixing. ‘They constitute no author- 
ity for holding that prices in re- 
spect of ‘identified’ goods may be 
fixed under a leave by con- 
tract between the parties. The Iili-

nois Fair Trade Act does not in- 
fringe the doctrine of these cases.” 
vi Contracts. 

The decision further emphasized 
that the Illinois law provided for 
voluntary contracts between the 
producers of trade-marked goods 
and the retail distributers. The 
first section of the law legalized 
contracts which stipulated (1) that 
the retailer would not resell except 
at prices stipulated, by the whole- 
saler, and (2) that the wholesaler 
would not sell to another retailer 
except at the stipulated prices. 

“It is clear,” the decision said, 
“that this section does not  at- 
tempt to fix prices, nor does it dele- 
gate such power to private per- 
sons. It permits the designated 
private persons to contract with re- 
spect thereto. It contains no ele- 
ment of compulsion but simply ’le- 
galizes their acts, leaving them 
free to enter into authorized con- 
tracts or not as they may see fit. 
Thus far, the act Plainly is not 
open to objection, and none seems 
to be made.” 

The decision dwelt at length on 
Section. 2 of the act which provided 
against “willful” and “knowing” 
price-cutting of trade-marked goods 
which had been the subject of con- 
tracts between other parties. The 
appellants had argued that this per- 
mitted price-fixing by third persons 
under contracts to which appellants 
were not a party. 

Noting that the statute did not 
subject to penalty those who “un- 
knowingly” and “unwillfully” violat- 
ed the etatute, the decision found 
that this section of the law did ‘not 
come within the court’s decisions ‘in 
the Guffey bituminous coal control 
and other: price-fixing cases. 

“Section 2,” the decision . said, 
“does. not deal with the restriction 
upon the sale of the commodity qua 
commodity, but with that restric- 
tion because the commodity is iden- 
tified by the trade-mark, brand or 
name of the producer or owner. 

“The essence of the statutory vio- 
lation then consists not in the. bare 
disposition of the commodity, but in 
the. forbidden. use. of the trade- 
mark,.brand or name in : accom- 
plishing this disposition. | 
» “The primary aim of the law is 
to ‘protect property—namely, the 
good will—of the producer, which he 
still'owns. The-price restriction .is 
an appropriate .meaps.to that per* 
fectly legitimate end, and not an 
end in “itself.” - 

Repeats Previous Remarks. 

In reviewing the history of trade- 
mark protection; the Court repeated 
some of its remarks in other price- 
fiximg | cases. Recoynting that con- 
gressional. committees had_ held 
hearings on proposed national legis- 
lation to protect trade-marked 
goods, the decision said: 

“It is: not. withont. significance 
that while.the proposed legislation 
was vigorously assailed in other re- 
spects, we do not find that any con- 
stitutional objection was urged. And 
the decisions of the court, far from 
suggesting any . constitutional in- 
firmity in such proposed _legisla- 
tion, contained implications to the 
contrary. 

“In the- Dr. 
the Court said: 

“"Nor can the manufacturer by 
rule and’ notice, in the absence of 
contract or statutory. right, even 
though the restriction be known to 
purchasers, fix price for future 
sales.’ 

“In ‘Boston Store v. American 
Gramaphone’Co., where this Court 
struck down a stipulation that pat- 
ented articles should not be resold 
at prices other than those , fixed 
presently and from time to time by 
the patent owner, it was suggested 
that if this view resulted in damage 
to the holders of the patent rights 
or the law afford insufficient pro- 
tection to the inventor, the remedy 
lay within the scope of legislative 
(that is to say, congressional ac- 
tion). And in a concurring opin- 
ion it was said: ‘If the rule so de- 
clared is believed to be harmful in 
operation, the remedy may be 
found, as it has been sought, 
through application to Congress.’

Baroness Ishimoto Tells Audience 
Government Decrees Them to 
Become Household Machines.

TOKIO, Dec. 8.—Baroness Shizue 
Ishimoto, editor of the Women’s 
Encyclopedia, told a large audience 
today. that Japanese women fre- 
quently were treated with no more 
respect than idiots or: lunatics. 

“Women of Japan,” said the Bar- 
oness, who is to-start:on a lecture 
tour of the United States next 
month, “might as well live in the 
seventeenth century as far as their 
personal. liberties. are concerned. 
Although feudalism ostensibly has 
disappeared . . . this institution still 
exists in Japan. in many ways.”

Aspirations of St. Louis Negroes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WANT to commend you for the direct 

role the Post-Dispatch is playing in 
helping the Negro people of St. Louis to 
gain possession of themselves. The posi- 
tion you have assumed editorially and 
otherwise, in the conflict between the 
Board of Education and a large section 
of the city’s population, has the effect of 
lifting journalism to a new plane of social 
consciousness. 

This disagreement is historic. It repre- 
sents a situation in which the old idea, 
born of slavery and reconstruction times, 

of doing something for the newly-liberated 
slave clashes with what the Negro people 
are learning is best for themselves and 
their children in a given situation. The 
board has said that, when the elementary 
school and the Community Center are lo- 
cated near the Vashon High School, this 
will make the largest Negro social center 
in America, But the board should have 
consulted the people about its plans. 

Better still, there should be a Negro 
Assistant Superintendent of Education, if 
not also a member of the board. A Ne- 
gro, Man or woman, who is young 
enough to comprehend and interpret the 
healthy consciousness that is awakening 
within the group, would be a positive as- 
set to the community. There is no rea- 
son why such a large section of the city’s 
population as the Negro people constitute 
should not be directly represented on all 
boards and committees concerned with 
city-wide affairs. The very fact that the 
Board of Education finds itself in opposi- 
tion to the whole Negro community is 
prima facie evidence of a lack of repre- 
sentation on the Superintendent’s staff 
and on the board. 

There are many other grievances the 
Negro community appropriately has 

against the board that will sooner or later 
be presented, One can be mentioned here 
and now, and that is the failure of the 
board to employ any skilled Negro me- 
chanics in the construction and mainte- 
nance of public schools. This amounts to 
a denial to the fathers of many school 
children of their right to earn a living. 
It also means a discouragement to any 
Negro boy who may be thinking in terms 
of one of the skilled trades as his life’s 
vocation.

Two factors tend to obscure the basic issue in the 
British crisis. One is its romantic aspect; the other, 
its involvement in extraneous political rivalries. The 
King’s wish to wed Mrs. Simpson, the woman of his 
choice, places the sympathy of many strongly on his 
side; the widespread feeling against divorce brings 
out others in opposition. As to the political. angle: 
the arguments for and against the King are un- 
fortunately being conducted by persons who, in num- 
erous instances, have partisan or personal axes to 
grind. 

All this clouds the primary issue, which is: Shall 
the King or the Cabinet (therefore Parliament, there- 
fore the House of Commons, therefore the people) 
prevail? 

It is the issue that has dominated English history 
for centuries. From the Magna Charta, through the 
Civil War and the “Glorious Revolution,” down to 
modern times, the struggle has gone on. Gradually, 
the power of the King has been whittled away, by di- 
rect action, by legislation, by neglect of weak rulers, 
by usage. The British did not abolish their mon- 
archy, as some nations have done; they took away its 
actual power and kept the crown as a symbol of na- 
tion and empire. The result was to make Britain a 
democracy; a “crowned Republic,” as the London 
Times once called it. 

In the present case, the Prime Minister has given 
the King certain advice. This may be bad advice 
or good advice, If the ruler indicates he will disregard 
that advice, the Cabinet will resign and a new one 
will be formed. That Cabinet must ask the House 
of Commons for a vote of confidence. In that way, 
Parliament can express its view of the policy, [If 
the Cabinet is defeated, a general election is called, 
in which the matter of policy is the issue. In that 
way, the people have an opportunity to speak. Even 
without the dispute going to the country, the voice 
of public opinion will make itself heard, as it is now 
doing, and will perforce influence the vote of M. P.’s. 
All this is in keeping with the principles of de- 
mocracy. The people, directly or through their chosen 
representatives, have the last word. There is the pos- 
sibility, of course, that the King, wishing to avoid 
the confusion and turmoil of an election in this 
critical period, may decide to abdicate. The other 
possibility is a remote one—that the King will at- 
tempt to rule without his Ministers, and seek to set 
up a personal dictatorship. Yet it was to guard 
against this danger, which was a real one in past 
days, that the present metes and bounds were set up. 
It is apparent that Mr. Baldwin sought.to bring 
a quick decision from the King before public opin- 
ion had a chance to be heard; in other words, stam- 
pede the King to abandon his love or his throne. 
That such an attempt was possible was a pernicious 
result of the prolonged’ voluntary censorship by the 
press. Now, fortunately, more time is to be given. 

Baldwin, it is possible, had ulterior motives in 
bringing the crisis to a head. But it is likewise true 
that many of those who have rallied to the King’s 
defense—notably Churchill, Mosley and the “press 
Lords,” Rothermere and Beaverbrook—have special 
interests of their own. It may be'that the Cabinet 
took its position with confidence that the country 
and the dominions opposed such a marriage as the 
King proposes. If they misrepresented the popular 
will, the real sentiment will be determined should an 
election be held. The people are masters of the 
King, but they are also masters of their representa- 
tives in Parliament and the Cabinet. 

It is highly unfortunate that this crisis should 
arise at such a critical time for Britain and for Eu- 
rope. If an election is held, England’s attention will 
be distracted for several weeks, and the country torn 
by dissension. It may appear a ridiculous matter for 
an Empire to be agitated over one man’s choice of 
wife. But under the British system, the Cabinet is 
the master of policy, and the conflict in reality rages 
over this fundamental principle. 
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Sooner or later, the manipf the hour will appear in 
Hungary to give Dr. Sarga that overdue sock in the 
jaw. 
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IRELAND, THE SERENE. 

The maligned, misunderstood Irish might very well 
jump up and collectively thumb their nose at the 
whole blundering world. They are, of course, too 
sweet and amiable a people to do anything of the 
sort, but it would be serving the rest of us right 
if they did. 

Just when it started, we have no idea, but every- 
body knows, and has been saying as long as anyone 
can remember, that the Irish would a good deal 
rather fight than eat, and some have even intimated 
that they would rather fight than drink. And they’ve 
never been “choosy” about whom they fought, but if 
they had any preference, so the tradition goes, it 
is themselves they would select. 

Well, everybody has been wrong, whether unwit- 
tingly or maliciously we shall leave to the scandal- 
monger’s conscience. And the proof is written on 
the “auld sod” itself, in days of blue and nights 
of golden stars, It is 11 years since that frontier 
was fixed by the representatives of the Free State, 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain. On one side of 
the boundary are the Orange counties of Antrim, 
Tyrone, Ferminagh, Londonderry, Down and Armagh, 
and on the other that Ireland robed in the shamrock’s 
green. Never a fortress, never a sentry, even, along 
the 100 rambling miles, It is the most tranquil 
border in Europe, the sanctuary of the dove of peace. 
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Twenty-two years ago Mrs. Simpson made her de- 
but. She has gone far, no matter what the terminal. 
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REPORT ON THE KIDNAP RACKET. 

J. Edgar Hoover has checked over the records of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which he heads, 
to figure up the results of the war on kidnapers. He 
reports his findings in a letter to Representative John 
J. Cochran of Missouri, sponsor in the House of the 
“Lindbergh law” (officially, and more properly, the 
Cochran law), under which the Government enlisted 
in that war. 
Since June 22, 1932, when the law was passed, 
the G-men have participated in 72 kidnaping cases, in 
which 171 persons have been convicted, Mr. Hoover 
reports, and have received sentences aggregating 
2230 years. In addition, four death sentences and 33 
life terms have been imposed. Sixteen kidnapers 
have met violent ends, including death while resist- 
ing arrest and murder by associates. | : 

As a reguit, the kidnaping racket is at a decidedly 
low ebb, Every major case on which Federal men 
have worked has been solved. The certainty of pun- 
ishment has reduced this form of crime to rarity. 
Mr. Hoover writes that, in his view, the figures

peace proposals of the 21 nations have been sub- 
mitted. More than 30 such plans are before the con- 
ference tor consideration, All seek similar objec- 
tives, but by varying methods, It now becomes the 
task of the delegates to weigh the various proposed 
courses of procedure, and-to decide which bears the 
highest promise for getting the desired results in 
maintaining peace. 

The value of a‘ consultative pact is plain. Under 
such an arrangement, representatives of the nations 
would confer in case of war or threatened war, either 
in the Americas or abroad, to map a concerted policy 
on the part of all the adhering nations toward such 
a conflict. Another type of agreement greatly to be 
desired is a neutrality pact, under which all the 
American nations would place an embargo on credits 
and war materials to warring nations. This would 
tend both to limit the conflict and to keep the Amer- 
ican nations from being drawn in. ! 

The United States” plan, just submitted to the con- 
ference, provides for consultation and for a common 


Act, in leaving each country free to impose trade re- 
strictions, in addition to an arms embargo, if desired. 
If policies of this sort can be agreed upon and car- 
ried through, the American countries will present a 
powerful united front for. peace, both as a moral 
force and as a physical power, the latter by agree- 
ing on policies and controlling war supplies. What- 
ever form the agreement takes, these are important 
elements, to be kept in the forefront of debate, 
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A CARTOON AND A CONTROVERSY. 

Our cartoon today presents in graphic form the 
deal the Board of Education is attempting to put over 
against the wishes cof the Negro citizens of St. Louis. 
The board wants to jam a new grade school on 
the Vashon High School campus—a campus already 
too small for the needs of the high school students. 
The Negro citivens are deeply opposed to the plan. 
They want the school built elsewhere so that their 
children may have iight and air and room to play. 
The board acted in urbitrary fashion in selecting 
the site. When its decision became public and a 
group of Negro citizens, exercising their sacred right 
of petition, asked the board to hear their objections, 
they were turned away. They were invited,to ap- 
pear before a committee of the board, but by that 
time they felt informal protest to be futile and in- 
stead they carried the case to the courts. 

It seems to us the board should recede.as grace- 
fully and as quickly as possible from an obviously 
mistaken position. 
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MEXICO INVITES A BOGY-MAN. 

Acting, so it is thought, at the suggestion of Diego 
Rivera, the painter whose murals tell the story of the 
Mexican revolution, the Mexican Government has an- 
nounced its willingness to give asylum to Leon 
Trotzky. Since his exile from Russia, Trotzky has 
had a harried existence. One country after another 
has closed its doors to him and he is now under 
orders to leave Norway, following the charge that he 
was behind the plot to assassinate Stalin for which 
Kameney and 15 others were recently executed. 

Trotgky is a born revolutionary. It is his forte. 
He, with Lenin, organized the Russian revolution of 
1917. Later, as head of the Red army and in other 
roles, Trotzky made brilliant contributions to the 
Soviet Union, and was regarded by many as the 
logical successor to Lenin. Walter Duranty thinks 
that Trotzky’s conspicuous absence from Moscow 
when Lenin’s funeral took place was a major mistake 
of judgment; at any rate, Stalin, not he, became No. 
1 man. 

The question which caused a complete break be- 
tween Stalin and Trotzky was whether the efforts of 
the Russian Government should be confined to build- 
ing up the Soviet Union, or whether it should seek 
to spread the seeds of Bolshevism throughout the 
world. Stalin felt strongly that the Government 
should take the former course, arguing that the suc- 
cess of the Soviet Union would give to the world a 
compelling object lesson far more effective than sub- 
versive propaganda. Trotzky’s restless and feverish 
mind could not be content with that. He wanted to 
remake the world in the image of Bolshevism. 

It will be interesting to see, if he goes to Mexico, 
what sort of guest he will make. With due regard 
for his mischief-making bent, we venture to say that 
his importance is exaggerated. He has neither funds 
nor following of importance, and advancing age must 
rob him of some of the ardor which he once brought 
to his conspiracies. At least, Mexico, in offering to 
receive him, does not share Europe’s apprehension. 
His presence there will certainly subtract nothing 
from Mexico’s appeal to tourists.

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Wy FOREIGN INTERFERENCE IN SPAIN. 

The extent of foreign intervention in the Spanish 
civil War was indicated to the House of Commons 
yesterday by Foreign Secretary Hden. About 5000 
Germans are concentrated at Cadiz, he said. In ad- 
dition, a large number of Italians are serving with 
the rebels, and many Russians and other foreigners 
are fighting for the Government. 

This gives point to the recent suggestion by Ellen 
Wilkinson, Labor member of the British Parliament. 
Why not evacuate all the Spaniards from Spain, asked 
Miss Wilkinson, and let the foreigners fight it out? 
Certainly the Spaniards would have fought it out 
and decided the issue long ago had it not been for 
foreign intervention. This was begun by Italy and 
Germany, and Russia followed suit after the two 
Fascist nations refused to stop their interference. 
The result has been to prolong the war and its hor- 
rors, and to create grave danger that Spain's domes- 
tic strife will involve other nations in a ruinous 
general war. :

OT least among the casualties in the 
N Spanish and other recent crises has been 
international law. 

To say that it has disappeared altogether 
would, of course, be a gross exaggeration. It 
is no new development for nations that are 
determined to advance their interests with- 
out scruples as to cost or methods to honor 
international law only in the breach. Very 
likely it will survive the present world tur- 
moil and the growing tendency, manifested 
by one nation after another, to revert to 
jungle methods. Yet there can be no doubt 
that the law of nations has suffered some 
very severe blows of late and is reeling from 
the 


Before this year, for instance, it was a 
clearly understood principle of international 
law that aid given by one nation to a rebel- 
lious movement in another nation was tanta- 
mount to an act of war. It was, however, 


‘entirely proper for one government to per- 


mit aid to be sent to a friendly Power im- 
periled by an uprising within its borders. 

Last summer, however, because the Paris 
and London governments feared t Ger- 
many, Italy and Portugal would pay no at- 
tention to this principle, but would overtly 
or covertly aid.the rebels, France proposed a 
genera! non-intervention agreement. 


unconcealed sympathies for the Madrid re- 
gime, to refrain from aiding the Spanish 
Government, France hoped to persuade Rus- 
sia to do likewise and to dissuade the Fascist 
Powers from aiding the rebels. 

The proposal was accepted. For the first 
time in history, a regularly constituted gov- 
ernment and an element seeking to over- 
throw it were given equal, if negative, treat- 
ment by outside Powers presumably acting 
in concert. 

This. may prove an extremely important 
precedent. . If it becomes the settled policy 
of nations toward disturbances taking place 
outside their borders, it may encourage dis- 
ruptive elements in politically unstable na- 
tions-to revolutionary activities, 


a good part of Spain, including some of the 
dJeading industrial cities, was in the hands 
of the loyalists.

war, it can no longer be treated simply as 
an insurgent movement, Indeed, the non-in- 
tervention agreement itself, by placing the 
rebels and the loyalists on a par, so far as 
the non-shipment of arms to Spain was con- 
cerned, did by implication give belligerent 
status to the Burgos junta. 

If Franco carries out his threat to block- 
ade Valencia and Barcelona, the question of 
giving or withholding belligerent status to 
the rebels will arise in acute form.

Several months ago the editorial 
workers off William Randolph 
Hearst’s Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
went on strike, and with the assist- 
ance of the exceptionally powerful 
labor unions in that city, forced the 
paper to suspend. It remained sus- 
pended for months. Efforts to me- 
diate broke down when Hearst and 
his managers took the position that 
they “would not compromise with 
mob rule.”’ 


‘Recently there was an interesting 
sequence of events. Whether they 
were related is a matter  wsout 
which anyone is free to reach his 
own conclusion. Two days before 
the election, Hearst returned from 
an extended European trip and 
“staked his reputation as a politi- 
cal prophet” on the prediction that 
Gov. Alf M. Landon would win in 
a landslide. The next event in the 
sequence was the élection itself. 
Then the striking Seattle reporters 
sent their old boss a telegram ask- 
ing him what he thought of the out- 
come, 


Hearst, to the surprise of every- 
one, wired back, in substance, that 
he was beginning to fear he had 
made a spectacle of himself. 


Several days thereafter it was 
announced that the strike had been 
settled on terms favorable to the 
strikers—terms, indeed, which the 
management had repeatedly re- 
jected during the preceding 
months, Finally it was announced 
that the paper would resume pubii- 
cation, and that Hearst, as an in- 
dication of his resolve to improve 
relations between hiniself and his 


employes, was imstalling Boettiger.

What makes this especially inter- 
esting is the fact that if there was 
one feature of the old NRA phich 
Boettiger abominated and roasted 
above all others it was the National 
Labor Board.

Why the delay? Is the District 
Attorney so laggard as the facts 
would indicate? On the contrary, 
he happens to be notably prompt 
and decisive. The answer is sim- 
ple, and not inspiring. The valiant 
House members, up to and includ- 
ing the Democratic leadership, de- 
cided, after their first, fine indigna- 
tion had subsided, that it would be 
the better part of valor to postpone 
action until after he election. They 
feared that the indictment might 
arouse resentment against the 
Democratic ticket. There never was 
any doubt that he would be in- 
dicted. The only question was — 
when? The answer was — after 
the election. 


The whole incident is an excel- 
lent illustration of the timidity of 
politicians.

Framed 
color prints of Maxfield Parrish 
paintings from Field’s posthumous 
volume, “Poems of Childhood,” are 
being put up.

It says: “Here was born Eugene 
Field, the poet; 1850-1895.”

When erected about 1845 the old 
row of l2?houses formed fashionable 
homes. In later decades they stead- 
ily declined, until they became use- 
less.

This year the 
one to the south was torn. down.

Nearby, in disrepair, is 
the similar old house at Fourth and 
Cerre streets where U. S. Grant and 
Julia Dent were married. 

Recent work on the museum was 
paid for by the Board of Education.

Dr. Daniel Poling Speaks. 

The Rev. Daniel A. Poling of 
Philadelphia, noted radio preacher 
and head of the international Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement, was the 
guest speaker. He told how, visit- 
ing 40 countries of Europe and 
the Orient in the past year and a 
half, he had found everywhere 
“youth on the march.” 

The enthusiasm of youth, evi- 
dences of which he found in Ger- 
many, Italy, Soviet Russia and oth- 
er nations, is not for plans and pro- 
grams, he declared, so much as for 
personality. From this he drew the 
conclusions: of his address on the 
theme, “Christ and Chaos.” 

Paying tribute to the courage and 
idealism of. leaders in the peace 
movement, Dr. Poling nevertheless 
declared that “pacifism is not 
enough”; that pacifism was “a fad- 
ing program,” without active influ- 
ence in present-day Europe, outside 
of the British Isles and possibly 
Scandinavia. 

He told of finding former pacifist 
leaders in Czechoslovakia now no 
longer adherents of pacifism, but 
declaring that there: must be no 
surrender to aggression. In Peiping, 
he found a former pacifist leader 
publishing. a book. with the title, 


“China Must Resist.” - To his ‘in- 


expect to find pacifists here?” 
Application to Church. 

The speaker said that the na- 
tional leaders who win the ‘most en- 
thusiastic ‘support of youth are not 
soft, easy leaders, but hard and ex- 
acting... The Christian program, he 
said, would attract youth more 
greatly if “we do not soften and 
expunge the words of.Jesus.” In- 
stead, he said, “We must send them 
forth with the trumpet words of 
Christ’s crusade.” 

As ‘practical applications ‘of this 
principle, Dr. Poling, lately active 
in the campaign against repeal of 
national prohibition, suggested that 

k youth might join in the’ new educa- 
® tional campaign against liquor; or 
might work for the change of labor 
conditions of sharecroppers of the 

Mississippi delta region. 

He said that in the anti-war 
movement, many peacemakers will 
be needed. He told of the interna- 
tional Christian Endeavor. conven- 
tion in Budapest in 1935, when 
young people from 46 nations, after 
first disagreeing on a‘ declaration 
in support of peace, adopted it 
when it was ma@e to read “Chris- 
tian peace.” 

If war comes again, Dr. Poling 
said, “some of us must gfo to Leay- 
enwort hor to the firing squad, and 
some must go to the colors.” He 
said the only hope for averting war 
and chaos was in rallying the al- 

. legiance of youth to’a higher and 
stronger personality than those of 
dictatorships.

THEATER-GOING STAGE ACTRESS 


- Jane Cowl, Record Juliet, Wants More Time to Attend Plays

ITH a gracious apology for 
being eight minutes late, Jane 
Cowl hurriedly scanned the 
dinner menu in the dining room of 
her hotel and decided on a waffle 
smothered with creamed chicken, a 
chef salad and a cup of coffee. 
“I'm sorry to have kept you 
waiting,” she repeated, “but my lit- 
tle dog insisted on washing my 
back. You wonder how he does 
that? Well, he is just tall enough 
to be able to put his front feet on 
the edge of the tub and when I 
bathe he insists on licking my back. 
Of course that means scrubbing 
myself again after he has finished 
with his fun.” 

And then with chuckles’ that 
shook the 12-inch black feather on 
her green suede hat. Jane Cowl be- 
gan to talk of the play, “First 
Lady,” in which she is appearing 
this week at the American Theater. 

“It is such a tonic,” she ex- 
plained. “People roaring with 
laughter all over the house can’t 
help but affect the cast. Why only 
Saturday night in Indianapolis a 
fat man actually rolled out of his 
seat. Of course he wasn’t very se- 
curely seated, being much too large 
to fit comfortably into an orchestra 
chair, but he did laugh himself 
right out of his seat and had to 
be helped back by other members 
of hig party. That’s why I say 
‘First Lady’ is a tonic to me. 
“There's no doubt about it, ‘First 
Lady’ is high comedy, and fast 
comedy. I could play two emotion- 
al roles a night with less expen- 
diture of energy than the part of 
Lucy Wayne requires in ‘First 
Lady.’ The play reminds me of a 
tennis game because of the judg- 
ment required in timing the lines. 
“When I heard of ‘First Lady’ I 
was sure that the collaboration of 
Katharine Dayton and George S. 
Kaufman mean that George had 
written four-fourths of it and that 
Katharine, since it is her first play, 
merely contributed the idea. But 
George assures me that it was a 
50-50 collaboration and certainly no 
one can tell where Katharine’s con- 
tribution leaves off and George’s 
begins. The combination certainly 
produced a terrifically fast play, so 
fast, in fact, that people who have 
seen it for the second time admit 
that they got a great deal more 
out of it the record time than the 
first.” 

During the more than a year’s run 
of the play, Jane Cowl has been 
visited by many people famous 
in the political life of our country 
who think they recognize carica- 
tures of themselves in “First La- 
dy.” Mrs. Roosevelt saw the play 
at least three times and admitted 
that she recognized “the overload- 
ed bag” which Lucy Wayne carries, 
Mrs. Longworth was also “cautious” 
about commenting on what has 
been taken to be a caricature of 
“Princess Alice.” 

“In Cincinnati, Mrs. Longworth’s 
home, the League of Women Vot- 
ers bought out the house the first 
night,” Miss Cowl explained. “There 
was a welcoming committee and 
the Mayor presented me with the 
keys to the city.” 

Reported to have said that “First 
Lady” had aroused in her a con- 
sciousness of women’s rights, Miss 
Cowl denied the statement and 
laughed: 

“I am thoroughly lacking in any 
consciousness of women’s rights. I 
admire women who have that con- 
sciousness, but I am not one of 
them. I could never be a crusader.” 

After “First Lady” has finished 
its run, Jane Cowl wants to do “a

soft piece—not another brittle com- 
edy,” and have time to indulge in 
her favorite pastime—going to the 
theater. 

“My idea of a perfect time,” she 
laughed, “is a symphony concert in 
the afternoon and a good play at 
night. Seeing other people  per- 
form is my favorite amusement and 
I like to go by myself and sneak 
into a seat in the back row and 
settle down and enjoy myself.”

CCLAIMED as one of the great- 

est of Juliets, Jane Cowl is 

thankful to the theater-going 
public for the “terrific peak” she 
was allowed to reach with her 698 
consecutive performances of the 
Shakespearean classic. 

“I played Juliet longer than any- 
one in the history of the theater,” 
she smiled, “and that is what al- 
lows me to say that now I have no 
ultimate ambition. Nothing I 
could do now would ever reach that 
peak or top it. Today when I hear 
lines from Romeo and Juliet in a 
theater I am seized with such vio- 
lent nostalgia that I have to leave 
or mess myself up crying. Only 
recently, at a benefit, two teen-age 
kids decided to do the balcony 
scene and, I had to leave my box 


to avoid making a spectacle of my- 
self. Not that those youngsters 
were not doing their best, but my 
nostalgia was so great that I had 
to stand in the lobby until they were 
finished. That is one reason why 
I have avoided seeing Shearer’s 
Juliet; another reason is that I am 
afraid of what Hollywood has done 
to it. I don’t. think Shearer would 
be Hollywood;you understand, -but 
I am afraid that Hollywood has 
overdone the play.” 


As for the much discussed renais- 
sance of the theater, Miss Cowl be- 
lieves that the theater “is coming 
back with a bang,” and will even- 
tually divide itself into two parts. 


“Just as there is a public for the 
symphony and the opera and an- 
other public for jazz,” she explains, 
“I believe that the theater will 
divide itself into a public for musi- 
cal comedy and movies, and an- 
other public for fine theater. Of 
course, such movies as “The In- 
former” must be excepted from the 
general movie classification; they 
belong in the ‘fine theater’ group. 
I am terribly excited about the last 
two seasons in New York. The 
good plays have been the success- 
ful ones—not only artistic, but pop- 
ular successes. And another thing 


I believe is that, although the com- 
mercial manager has been a won- 
derful thirfg for the theater, he is 
now on his way out ag far as fine 
theater is concerned.” 

Miss Cowl’s preference, she says, 

in plays for herself are ones that 
allow her to wear flowing robes. 
She says she feels “insecure” when 
a role calls for modern clothes, 
» “Only. when I. am in a flowing 
robe or trailing draperies do I feel 
I am someone else and playing a 
part,” she laughed, 

For personal wear, she dresses in 
only three colors—bkack, beige and 
green, and at the interview she 
wore a severely plain black crepe 
dress, relieved only by a green ascot 
to match her green suede hat. She 
carried an enormous bag, stuffed 
with letters, cigarette case, vanity, 
and “an accumulation of odds and 
ends.” 3 . 

“It is claimed that Kaufman add- 
ed the overstuffed bag after I was 
chosen for the part,” Miss Cowl 
laughed. “I have always had to 
have a regular satchel to accom- 
modate my junk.- Of course, Mrs. 
Roosevelt carries an enormous bag, 
too. So we can’t be sure whether 
George Kaufman put in the bag 
for my convenience or because Mrs, 
Roosevelt carries one just as large.”

Suppose—just suppose—an Amer- 
fcan girl should become Queen of 
England! 

But all that IS in the future. The 
real story of Wallis Simpson be- 
gins back in the turning years of 
the century, in Baltimore, Md. It 
is the story of a little girl with 
blue eyes and dark hair, a little girl 
who could not remember her dead 
father, whose widowed mother 
counted her frugal resources gpar- 
ingly. 

In those days her name was Wal- 
lis Warfield 

. = — 
HE was born June 19, 1896. 
S The young mother, holding her 

infant daughter in her arms, 
looked up at the faces above her, 
smiled and announced that the baby 
was to bear her fathers name, 
*Wallis.” 

“Even though she is a girl,” said 
Mrs. Warfield, “I want her to have 
his name.” 

Thus the child was christened— 
with “Bessie” added as a first name 
in honor of her mother’s sister, 
Mrs. J. Buchanan Merryman of 
Washington, D,. C., and also for 
her mother’s cousin, Mra. Alexander 
Brown of Baltimore. 

Teackle Wallis Warfield, who was 
never to see his daughter, Bessie 
Wallis (an only child), had died 
just a few weeks before at Blue 
Ridge Summit where the young 
couple had gone, hoping that there 
his health might be restored. There 

are men and women in Baltimore 
today who remember how hand- 
some a pair they were together—T. 
Wallis Warfield and his bride, the 
ormer Alice Montague. Theirs was 
a love match, youthful and impetu- 
ous, thought approved by both 
families. It is still told that Alice 
Montague, a Virginia beauty, had 
wealthier suitors. The wealthy 
young men (there was one in par- 
ticular) she dismissed, to follow the 
dictates of her heart and marry T. 
Wallis Warfield, an exemplary 
young man of excellent family who 
had, however, little money. He did 
not live long enough to acquire 
much more. 

The infant daughter of this cou- 
ple inherited her mother’s wit and 
gracious manner. In appearance, 
little Wallis was more like the 
Warfields—and is to this day. The

Simpson spent much of her child- 
hood in a home that, as Crown 
property, had been granted: to her 
ancestors by the British monarch. 
Both of her grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Mactier Warfield, were 
born in homes that had been the 
property of their families since the 
days of the original grants from 
the British Crown. 
Cottage” in Howard 
County, Md., the birthplace of Mr. 
Warfield, is part of the original 
grant to Richard Warfield, first of 
the family to come to America, in 
1662. 

“Manor Glen” where Wallis 
Simpson, as a child, spent many 
summers, was also an original grant 
from the British Crown to the an- 
cestors of Anna Emory, who be- 
came Mrs, Henry Mactier Warfield. 
Mrs. Warfield was a descendant, 
through the Emorys, of the well- 
known Gittings family of Mary- 
land whose ancestral home was 
*-nown as “Long Green,” located in 
the beautiful Long Green Valley in 
Baltimore County.

Wallis Warfield listened to the 
story of her Grandfather’s arrest 
and his refusal to take the oath 
of allegiance that would have freed 
him. 

It is a story typical of Maryland 
in Civil War days. 


Henry Mactier Warfield, always 
deeply interested in public affairs, 
was secretary of the political re- 
form movement in Baltimore in 
1859, which was successful in de- 
feating the “Know Nothing Party.” 
As a result, the Democratic Reform 
Party of Baltimore elected him ~@ 
member of the “War Legislature” 
of 1861. 

First and foremost, before this 
Legislature, was the question 
whether Maryland should secede or 
remain in the Union. 

South Carolina, Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana and Texas had entered 
the Confederacy. Then Virginia, 
Mississippi, Florida and Tennessee. 
The situation in Maryland was at 
white heat. States rights ... “a 
sovereign, free and independent na- 
tion” . . . the Dred Scott decision 

. Abolitionists . . Harper's 
Ferry ... “personal liberty laws” 
. . . firing on Fort Sumter... 
“property rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution”—these are the phrases 
that thundered on every side. 

Henry Mactier Warfield, staunch 
believer in states’ rights, with his 
ancestry stretching back over 200 
years as Maryiand landholders, was 
on the side of the South. On the 
night of Sept. 12, 1861, he and a 
number of other prominent Balti- 
moreans who were strongly in fa- 
vor of the Legislature passing a bill 
to sanction the seeession of the 
State, were arrested by order of 
Gen. John A. Dix, Federal Depart- 
ment Commander. 

They were imprisoned, first at 
Fort McHenry, later at Fort Mun- 
roe, Va., and Fort Warren, in Bos- 
ton harbor. 


OR a year and a half Mr. War 
F field remained in prison. Then, 

at last, liberty was offered to 
him, providing he should first take 
an oath of allegiance to the Govern- 
ment. He declined. 

Friends urged his release. A 
lengthy correspondence began be- 
tween Mr. Warfield and Secretary 
of War Stanton, which, today, gives 
interesting sidelights on the times. 
In one of these letters, declining to 
take the oath of allegiance, Mr, 
Warfield wrote: 

“On my part, as I am confined 
without charge, I renew my claim to 
be discharged without conditions.” 

He never did take the oath. At 
last, at the end of a year and a half 
of imprisonment, he was released, 
Although after leaving Fort War- 
ren and returning to Baltimore, he 
continued to be a strong Southern 
sympathizer, he was, nevertheless, 
prominent during reconstruction 
times, not only in business but in 
a vigorous movement for cleaner 
politics. 

Henry Mactier Warfield estab- 
lished the firm of Henry M. War- 
field & Co., exporters of grain and 
flour. He was one of the original 
members and one of the first presi-

to discover the microscopic 

causes of the infectious dis- 
eases, the idea was common that it 
might be pessible 
to find a germ 
for every disease. 
This dream, of 
course, soon fad- 
ed, and we now 
recognize that the 
infectious or con- 
tagious 
are numerically 
rather small in 
c- nparison to the 
entire invalid 
population all 
through the year. 

In general, 

‘ com m u nicable 
Dr. Clendening diseases rate goes 
down in the 
summer and up in the winter. This 
is natural. There are more con- 
tacts in the winter, more intensive 
segregation of people over long 
periods indoors in the same room 
with the windows closed, more 
clothes for the insects which spread 
disease to hide in. 

The Kentucky Department of 
health has just published an inter- 
esting classification of preventable 
diseases, both communicable and 
non-coramunicable. ‘The communi- 
cable diseases are classified on the 
basis of the way in which they are 
spread: 


Wes Pasteur and Koch began 


Diseases Classified. 
Eye secretions spread: ‘Pink eye, 


swimming pool conjunctivitis, tra- 
choma. 

Moutr and nose secretions 
speard: Influenza, colds, grippe, 


measles, whooping cough, pneumo- 
nia, tuberculosis, infantile paraly- 
sis, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
mumps, meningitis, Vincent’s angi- 
na, smallpox, chickenpox. 

Excreta spread: Typhoid fever, 
bacillary dysentery, amebic dysen- 
tery, cholera, roundworms, pin- 
worms, tapeworms. 

Immorality spreads the venereal 
diseases. 

Skin contact spread: Lice, itch, 
ringworm, fungus diseases. 

Suctorial insects spread: Mala- 
ria, yellow fever, typhus fever, bu- 
bolic plague, Rocky Mountain, spot- 
ted fever. 

Animals spread: Rabies, trichi- 
niasis, tularemia, tapeworm, tuber- 
culosis, undulant fever, psitticosis. 

The non-communicable diseases 
which can be prevented are: Can- 
cer, violence, poisoning, accidents, 
occupational diseases, deficiency 
diseases, such as rickets, scurvy, 
etc. 

Allergic conditions: Hay fever, 
asthma, hives, alcoholism, pellagra. 

About the only thing left are the 
chronic degenerative diseases, such 
as Bright’s disease, heart disease, 
high blood pressure, thyroid and 
blood conditions, ulcer of the stom- 
ach, and many other digestive dis- 
eases and arthritis. The Life Ex- 
tension -Institute, I suppose, would 
say that heart, kidney and blood 
pressure trouble could be prevent- 
ed, but since I have contended the 
opposite for many years, I am glad 
to see the Kentucky Health Board 
supporting my opinion. Arthritis 
might, in some quarters, be called 
preventable, but I don’t see how, 
and again neither does the depart- 
ment of health. 

QUESTIONS FROM READERS 

L. C.: “What would cause a 
feeling of soreness in the ends of 
the fingers toes?” 

Answer: Either neuritis—inflam- 
mation of the nerves, or arthritis— 
inffammation of the joints, or hard- 
ening and spasm of the arteries. 
The diagnosis should be _ referred 
to a physician. This is a routine 
problem in. doctors’ offices, and 
they are all familiar with the 
method of diagnosis and treatment. 

B.: “What do you think causes 
nails to turn light brown and then 
silvery yellow, raising up consid- 
erably at the tips and the skin 


margin, with the skin red and 
puffed?” 
Answer: Infection sometimes
